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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Figure 12 of Merrill teaches an animation server controlling an animation, where two applications can access the server through an 
interface with the server controlling the animation that would be used in the applications (column 40, lines 33-39). There is clearly a 
teaching of an application program, with Figure 1 1 , displaying an avatar along with a web application. Figure 12 further teaches that 
through an interface action scripts are accessed with these scripts controlling the avatars (column 40, lines 33-39). Figure 12 shows a 
distinction between the components with references 512 and 513 referring to the applications that are accessing an animation sever 
(reference number 500) through an interface to access scripts that control the animations. There is a distinct between the animation 
server applications and the applications 1 and 2, which are accessing the animation, data necessary for carrying out an animation that is 
to be displayed.
